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DEATH OF MR. NOEL CHALMERS 


FOUNDER ‘AND PUBLISHER OF THE ALTONA STAR 


The death occurred on Saturday morning last of Mr. Arthur 
Noel Donald Chalmers, former Editor and Publisher of The 
Altona Star, 

Aged 47 years Mr. Chalmers had been ill for several months 
and a patient in the Epworth Hospital for the last three weeks. 

He is survived by his wife and three sons, Noel, lan and 
David. 

Mr, Chalmers was born at 
Molong, N.S.W. and lived his 
early life at Canowindra near 
Bathurst. He was educated at 
Canowindra and Orange High 
School. 

His first association with 
newspapers came when he 
joined the Canowindra Star as 
an apprentice printer. 




















































After completing his appren- 
tice-ship he joined the Bathurst 
National Advocate and was 
foreman printer for six years. 

The Advocate at this time 
was owned and published by the 
late Mr, J. B. Chifley, after- 
wards to become Prime Minister 
of Australia. The Late Mr. Chalmers 

One of Mr. Chalmer’s prized possessions was a letter of reference 
written by Mr. Chifley. 

After leaving The Advocate he worked in all departments of the 
printing industry in country towns in N.S.W. and was country sporting 
writer, for a Sydney paper. 

Mr. Chalmer'’s first venture on his own before the war was the 
publication of his home town paper, the “Canowindra Star”, which he 
left to join the R.A.A.F. 

Following his discharge from the Air Force he returned to the news- 
paper business and worked as a linotype operator at the Footscray Mail 
and later at The Argus in the same capacity. 

In 1946+he joined the staff of a trade“journal called “The Sporting 
Goods Retailer” as a journalist and advertising representative and was 
partly instrumental in the growth of this journal to the main voice and 
authority of the Sporting Goods and Toy Industry in Victoria. 

OWN BUSINESS. 

A man of great drive and determination, it was not long before Mr. 
Chalmers was seeking to establish his own business and eventually bought 
a press and commenced printing at his home in Alma Street, Footscray. 

His next move was to amalgamate with Coronet Publishing Company 
and build a factory at Sunshine to print the various publications of this 
firm, These publications included “Coiffure” the official journal of the 
Ladies Hairdressing Association, “Plating and Finishing” - the. official 
journal of the electroplating industry and “Victorian Road Transport” 
the official journal of that industry. 

In 1953 this firm founded the Altona Star and, except for a short 
period, Mr. Chalmers has been closely associated with its. growth and 
Altona’s growth during this time. 

in 1954 this newspaper was printed in Altona for the first time and 
a year later Mr. Chalmers moved to Altona and built his home in 
Romawi Street. 

WELL KNOWN FIGURE : 

He was well known to all sections of the Community and was ever 
ready to lend a hand to any worthy cause and no organisation was 
denied the publicity necessary to function. 

He was a member of many of these organisations including the 
R.S.L., Air Force Association, Bowling Club and Football Club and 
was a tireless “behind the scene” worker for many other clubs and 
conunittees. 

FAMILY MAN 

He was a devoted father of his three sons and was a familiar sight 
with them on summer evenings and early mornings fishing from Altona 
Pier. 

In his early life he was an accomplished athlete and won trophies 
for swimming, running and golf. He came from a family of Rugby 
Union players and played that sport in his home district. His father 
and brother also excelled in this field. A record he established in foot- 





running at the Orange High School still stands to this day. 

Mr. Chalmers drive and energy was in evidence when he built his 
own house after the war. With no previous experience and against the 
advice of others he tackled the job single handedly at a time when 
materials were.at their scarcest. He completed the job inside 12 months 
working evenings and week-ends.

session a firearm, a .303 riflc, not 
being licensed to do so, and with 
having a pistol not being the 
holder of a firearms certificate. 

Magrisas was also charged with 
having a .30 rifle without hold- 
ing a firearms certificate. 


Skillery and McPherson pleaded 
not guilly to both charges. Mar- 
shall pleaded not guilty to the 
pistol and guilty to the _.303 
charges and Magrisas” pleaded 
net guilty to the pistol and guilty 
to the other two charges. He 
was represented by Mr Goldberg. 

Constable N. Campbell said at 
3 am on January 21 with Const. 
Applebee he went to the W’town 
railway station. He saw the four 
defendants seated in a car there. 
They searched the car and found 





‘a .303 rifle, a .30 carbine and a 
.22 pistol. 

Magrisas said Marshall owned 
the .303 rifle and he owned the 
other two. He said they all went 
for a shot earlier in the night. 
He did not hold a certificate for 
firearms. He was going to sell 
the pistol. The rifle was loaded 
because he forgot to unload it. 

McPherson told him he did not 
know the pistcl was in the car 
until the police found it, as it 
was under the front seat. He 
said Magrisas told him he had 
the .30 carbine to go pig shooting. 
No ammunition for .it was in the 
car, 

In reply to Mr. Goldberg he 
said he did not know Magrisas 
had licences for two other rifles,

put Magrisas told hm he had 


had the .22 for about two years. 
The pistol was covered with 
grease and could not he fired at 
:that time. 

Cost “Applebee said he ques- 
tioned Marshall and asked him 
who owned the guns. He told 
him he ownéd the .303, He did 
not think he had to have a fire- 
arms certificate. Skillen told him 





he knew the rifie was there but 
not the other two. 

Magrisas toid the Court he had 
bought~the 30 carbine from the 
disposals for pig shooting. He 
already owned a 303 jungle rifle 
and a .310 cadet which were 
licensed, He hdd just overl 
the licence for the 30. He” Ou 
the pistol at the W’town tip, it 
was pretty rusty and he cleaned 
it up and fixed up part of the 
trigger mechanism. He was 
thinking of selling it that night, 
It was not capable of beng fired 
then in its condition, and he had 
no ammunition for t. 

In reply to the prosecutor, 
Senior McCluskey he said they 
were taken to the Police Station 
that night because they had 
broken into the Railway station. 
Senior McCluskey said Magrisas 
could not get a certificate for 
the carbine as it is really a 
machine gun and would not be 
registered. 

Mr, P. J. O'Connor, SM, said 





the charges against McPherson 
and Skillen would be dismissed 
as he was not satisfied that they 
were in possession. of the fire- 
arms at that time. As well as 
being in possession they would 
have to exercise the right of pos- 
Session. 

Marshall was fined £10 for be- 
ing in possession of the rifle and 
the other charge dismissed and 
Magrisas fined £10 un each cf 
the pistol and carbine and the 
third charge dismissed.

An Australian National shipping line 


is the most urgently 


necded service today. Each year Australia pays £150,000,000 or 
more on freight charges for imports, and a similar amount on 
experts, we pay the highest tonnage freights of any major trading 


nation in the world. 


It is easy to see that a nation. - directly or indirectly with the 


ally owned shipping line would 
vastly improve our balance of 
payments position, it would re- 
duce our crushing freight burden. 
it would allow us to cpen new 
markets for our manufactured 
and primary products, it would 
establish and maintain recipro- 
cal trade relatons with all_coun- 
tries. One example where the 
‘burden , would be lifted is the 
steel industry, of which Australia 
}produces steel equal to and 
cheaper than anywhere in the 
world, but for us to export it to 
other countries the freight costs 
increase it to a price similar to 
that from other countries, For 
example :— 

On steel to Singapore we pay 
1i/- per ton, yet from Britain 
the cost is only 120/- per ton; on 
steel to Hong Kong we pay 179/- 
per ton, from Britain cost is 
only 144/-; to Indonesia we pay 
175/- per ton, but the cost from 
Britain is only 163/-; yet look 
at the comparative distances. 

Japan is buying our wheat, mill- 
ing it into flour and is still able 
to undersell us by £5 per ton on 
ficur, this is mainly because they 
have their own shipping lines. 

With the Common Market 
looming in the future Australia is 
facing impossible trade discrimi- 
nations and embargos which the 
market countries will impose 
to protect their own primary 
products and ‘exports, also they 
would impose crippling freight 
charges as one of the means..of 
protection of their products, and 
these would apply to all market 
shipping lines, for in the agree- 
ment of Rome all ships fly a com: 
mon flag, charge common taiffs, 
etc. A national shipping line 
would also stimulate the almost 
dead shipping industry in Aus- 





tralia, it would thus provide work 
for our tradesmen, seamen, water 
Siders and all those connected 





maritime industry. 

In 1927 the then anti-labour 
Federal Government sold the Gov 
ernment cwned shipping line, An 
historian of the times, referring ta 
the sell out of the shipping line 
said, “Intelligent creatures like 
the emu and kangaroo should be 
replaced on our coat of arms by 
a shorn sheep.” In the following 
years we have been well and 
truly shorn by the overseas ship- 
ping combines. During the de- 
bate in Parliament on the sale 
of the ships it was worth noting 
two .incidents— 

The President of one Chamber 
of Commerce referred to the debt 
of gratitude owed to the fleet, as 
freight costs had been kept 
down. 

The farmers conference instruc- 
ted their representatives to op- 
pose the sale (and they did not) 
—all this in 1927. 

Now, while shipyards all over 
Australia are lying idle with their 
men out of work swelling the 
already monsterous army of un- 
employed, the Menzies Govern- 
ment places an order with the 
USA for two destroyers at a cost 
of £20,000,000 each. 

During and since the war our 
shipyards have proved beyond 
doubt they could produce ships 
equal to any built anywhere else 
in the world, ships such as the 
Anzac, Princess of Tasmania, Bass 
Trader ete are proof enough to 
sway anyone with a little intelli- 
gence that it is ecom@gcally and 
technically possible to build an, 
class of vessel in our shipyards 

‘We, the Altona branch of fhie~ 
Australian Labor party know this

Through the co-operation of 
radio amateurs who are making 
their stations and equipment 
available to scouts for this world 
wide link-up, more than 2000 
scouts throughout Victoria are ex- 
pected to have the opportunity 
of extending their knowledge of 
scouting in other countries, and 
of establishing new friendships 
amongst some of the world’s 
8,000,000 scouts. 

Scoutmaster Gordon Russell of 
2nd Altona Group is organising 
their part in the 5th Jamboree 
of the Air. They are being as- 
sisted by Yarraville “ham” Eil 
Magnusson. Bill was one of the 
ricneer amateur cperators for the 
Jamboree on the Air, having 
served his “apprenticeship” with 
8th Footscray Boy Scouts in 1969 
and 1961. 


The scouts will not have to 
contend with language difficulties 
as most radio “hams” speak or 
can understand English, In cases 
of difficulty, scouts can use the

There are two important points 
to remember when you are using 
lemons if you want to obtain the 
best flavor from them. When 
grating lemon, be very careful not 
to grate too deeply because the 
pith will give a bitter taste which 
no amount of other flavors can 
disquise. 


Something else .which many 
people tend to overlook is that 
some lemons are much sweeter 
than others. It is a very good 
idea to taste lemons before using 
them and in this way you can 
avoid the common fault of adding 
too much sugar to lemons which 
rre already inclined to be a little 
sweet.
